WASHINGTON, May 28.—Carrying 
increased duties on nearly every 
article of food, on such personal 
necessities as clothing, boots and 
shoes, and on a number of impor- 
tant items that enter into building 
construction, the Republican tariff 
revision bill was passed by the 
House at 3:52 this afternoon by a 


; vote of 264 to 147. 


Whether it was because of the heat 
of the day or weariness superinduced 
by long hours of discussion, the en- 
thusiasm that usually marks the cone 
elusion of labore on a big party 
measure was lacking in the House 
chamber on this occasion. 

There was only a feeble cheer on 
the Republican side as Speaker 
Longworth announced the passage 
of the bill, while the Democrats, 
overwhelmed by superior numbers, 
moved sullenly in their seats. 

Party lines were held pretty tight- 
ly intact in today’s struggle. On the 
how-down only twelve Republicans 
jumped the party reservation by vot- 
ing in the negative on the bill. On 
the other hand, twenty Democrats 
deserted their brethren and rallied 
to the support of the Republican 
tariff revision program. 

Minority’s Motion Defeated. 


Passage of the bill followed defeat, 
254 to 157, of a motion to recom- 
mit offered by Representative Gar- 
ner of Texas, minority floor leader, 
who sought to have the Ways and 
Means Committee instructed to de 
lete the part of the bill giving the 
President broad powers in tariff 
rate-making. 

Today’s roll-call brought out the 
largest voting strength the House 
has witnessed in a long time, 412 
members being present to register 
their views on the question of the 
Lill’s recommitment or passage. 
Never during the past two sessions, 
and only rarely in previous years, 
have more than 400 of the 435 mem- 
bers of the House been recorded as 
voting at the same time. 

The tariff measure, now known as 
the Hawley bill, goes at once to the 
Senate for consideration by that 
body. There it will be referred to 
the Finance Committee, of which 
Senator Smoot of Utah is chairman, 
and indications are that it will not 
reach the upper chamber for debate 
until the latter part of June. With 
talk in the air of a three months’ 
recess by Congress it seemed une 
likely tonight that the bill passed by

Daughter of German Financier 
Tells of Long Journeys 
Over Trackless Wastes. 


27,000 


TRAVELED MILES 


Dynamited Path Over the Urals— 
Has Lost 28 Pounds on Tour—Hails 
Industrial Progress of America. 


Miss Clairenore Stinnes, daughter 
of the late Hugo Stinnes, industrial 
leader of Germany, arrived in New 
York vesterday morning on a motor 
trip around the world, having trav- 
ersed 27,000 miles in twenty-three 
countries since her departure from 


> 


Berlin on May 25, 1927. 

Upon her arrival at Boston Road 
and Pelham Parkway Miss Stinnes 
was met by John R. Crossiey, gen- 
eral manager of the New York Auto- 
mobile Club, and a motorcycle police 
escort, which accompanied her to the 
Hotel Pennsylvania. A small wWwo- 
man, 28 years old and about five feet 
two inches tall, Miss Stinnes wore 
brown knickers and outing clothes 
which harmonized with her tanned 
skin. 

Obviously fatigued from her jour- 
ney over Russia, Asia, China, Japan, 
South America and across this con- 
tinent, Miss Stinnes a little later sat 
in her room with her companion, 
C. A. Soederstroem of Sweden, mo- 
tion picture photographer, and re- 
counted details of arduous travels 
over 12,000 miles of the trip where 
there were no roads 

The work of cutting through brush 
dynamiting rock, widening cart trail 
and overcoming other hazards, par 
ticularly in the Ural Mountains and 
the wastes of Siberia—hardships that 
had dismayed mechanics who had 
set out with her—had not discour 
aged the German heiress, although 
ahe eneetied she had lost twenty- 
eight pounds and declared she would 
never again attempt another trip as 
long. 

Miss Stinnes drove practically the 
whole distance in a_ six-cylinder 
sedan, while Mr. Soederstroem pi 
loted a lorry which carried luggage, 
bedding, camp stove and other equip- 
ment. 

Her car, Miss Stinnes said, was the 
first automobile to cross the Andes 
Mountains from Buenos Aires to 
Santiago. In Peru thirty-five days 

= . T & , 
Were spent in traversing 125 miles 
where there was no semblance of a 
road 

Arriving in Los Angeles in April, 
Miss Stinnes drove east by way of 
the Grand Canyon, which to her was 
the most impressive sight in the 
United States. The itinerary of the 
trip across the country included El 
Paso, San Antonio, Oklahoma City 
St. Louis, Chicago, Cincinnati, De- 
troit, Buffalo, Albany and Boston. 

The automobi! niants in Detroit 
drew her att ention especially, and 
she thoug fficiency had 
been surpa F he Ford factory 
with its “qui ck-workin organiza- 
tion.”’ 

Miss Stinnes said found it easy 
to describe al] the countries thr ugh 
which she had passed except Amer 
ica. But it was difficult, she found, 
to describe the Uni ted States because 
it had advanced, at least industrial- 
ly, beyond other nations 


Although she has driven an Air- 


plane, accompanied by a pilot, Miss 
Stinnes seemed indifferent to the 
thrilis she might encounter in flying 
and she said she had not thought of 
forsaking her automobile for avia- 
tion 

She liked New England better than 
other sect of the country, she 
said, because it reminded her of 
Germany She will drive to Wash 
ington before 1iling on June 8 or 
the Paris for Havre

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LONDON, “May 28.—Rosa Peon elle 
made her London début tonight at 
the Royal Opera in Covent Garden 
jn “Norma.” The occasion was a 
great tri umph for this American 
porn, American trained prima donna. 
Just how much of a triumph it was 
is best indicated by telling the pre- 
diction of Nellie Melba, which did 
not come true. Mme. Melba was 
with Miss Ponselle shortly before the 
performance, cheering her up and 
warning her of the ways of London 
opera audiences. 

“Jt will not be like the Metropol- 
itan in New York,’’ said Mme. Melba, 
who-has had many triumphs of her 
own at Covent Garden, ‘‘and above 
all, don’t expect any applause for 
your great aria Casta Diva. For 
never in the history of opera has a 
London audience interrupted the per- 
formance in the middle of an act by 
any demonstration whatever. They 
wouldn't clap the Angel Gabriel until 
the curtain was down and the proper 
time for applause had arrived."’ 

That was the prediction that didn’t 
come true. Within two hours after 
itwas made. Miss Ponselle sang her 
Casta Diva and in response to the 
loveliness. of that voice a London 
audience forgot a tradition of this 
ancient theatre and applauded. It 
was not only from the upper alti- 
tudes of the galleries that this amaz- 
ing demonstration came, but from 
boxes, orchestra and circle stalls. 

There were other great moments 
geattered through the four acts in 
which the crowd that filled every 
seat in the house threw custom over- 
board to yield themselves without re- 
straint to the spell of the glorious 
yoice and show their appreciation 
without waiting.

Probably a very smail 
proportion of the audience had ever 
heard it before, so there was no 
sandard by which to measure the 
performance, and none was needed. 
it was a great musical event on its 
own account, regardless of what has 
been or what will be. Considering 
the beauty of the opeya itself, en 
thusiastic listeners are asking why 
it bas so seldom been offered, and 
the answer of the experts is that only 
about once in thirty years does the 
world produce a Ponselle who can 
contribute both the voice and acting 
that “Norma’’ requires.

WHEAT LESS THAN A DOLLAR. 

The Mon- 
day’s when the 
price of wheat fell below one dollar 
per bushel, by 
associations as much as by 
recognition of an existing problem. 
“Dollar wheat” familiar 
catchword in the pre-war period, but 
it had a different implication from 
what attaches to it now. During 
most of the quarter-century before 
1914, wheat selling for a dollar at 
Chicago was equivalent to agricul- 
tural prosperity. The uprush of 
prices in general after 1914, how- 
ever, and the agricultural experi- 
ences of the war, brought a totally 
altered viewpoint. When the gov- 
ernment, after our own entry into 
the war, guaranteed a price of $2.20 
for all wheat to the official 
“grain corporation’ the 
market's price went to $3.50 even in 
1919, the suggestion a return 
“ dollar ”" was dismissed as 
impossible. Commodities other than 
farm products were selling 100 
200 per cent above 1913, and cost of 
materials and labor had up 
against the farmer as against pro- 
ducers in every other industry. 

Even in the speculative atmosphere 
which has pervaded markets during 
the last five years, it will not have 
been forgotten what a jolt the grain 
trade’s ideas of prices then received. 
The government withdrew from the 
task of distributing the wheat crop; 
the wheat market, caught in the 
“ deflation crisis,” fell progressively 
from $3 in July of 1920 to nearly 
a dollar toward the end of 1921. 
Recovering intermittently during the 
next two years, it fell back to the 
dollar-mark at harvest-time in each 
of them. In July and August, 1923, 
even the Chicago “ cash price” went 
as low as 96'2 cents a bushel, but 
it never went again below the dollar- 
mark that until
